Dear Kirby 


Several days have gone by since your special delivery, outlining 
your concern for a spiritual awakening crusade. Since then I 
have your second letter inviting nine of us to collaborate on a 
pamphlet• 

Let me speak of the pamphlet first. Frankly, my first inclination 
was that I cannot take on more. There are some writing commitments 
hanging over me now which make it unwise to take on others. How¬ 
ever, I must confess that the sheer priority of the subject has 
made it difficult for me to get around itl Unless this subject 
can be explored anything else we are doing becomes rather irrele¬ 
vant. Therefore, I am indicating my readiness to sit with the 
group if they and you so desire. The day would have to be Fri¬ 
days for me, and I have so indicated on the fact sheet. 

In regard to the idea of a spiritual crusade: My first reaction 
comes from remembering the number of crusades for various things 
which come to my attention almost daily. This is not to discour¬ 
age or to disparage the idea, but to emphasize that it has to have 
some way of injecting itself into the thinking of people already 
very busy. We should hope that it would be used by the spirit of 
God in ways beyond our knowledge and understanding, and I am sure 
it will. On the other hand, it seems imperative for us to use 
every judgment and not to spurn the necessity of strategy. 

To this end I would suggest the following: 

1, I am concerned and ready to be led where the next step will 


take us. 


2« It would be well to contact men in various denominations ask¬ 
ing them to be responsible for: 

a. an article in their denominational paper. 

b. a resolution at the next national gathering of their group. 

3, We do need some specific.guidance which can be shared with other 
people. It seems to me that this °

4* Beyond this I am not able to go at the moment, but I believe 
we shall find the way. So much that we have to do in modern 
churches takes just as much time as things that are important! 
Perhaps this is one of the great contributions of such a cru¬ 
sade. It will lead us to work the extraneous through the 
things that are central. At any rate, the very nature of the 
times leaves us feeling that this may be a "last reprieve."

If we turn the 
manuscript over to the publisher by July 5th, copies of the paper 
edition at least oan bo delivered to the various publishing 
houses and bookstores by September Sth, thus making the book 
available for use in the fall months. 

In order to save time end provide a basis for discussion, I 
am enclosing a TENTATIVE outline upon whioh I have expended much 
energy. Please study this critically and be prepared for the 
discussion on June 4th.

The proposal for the Spiritual Exploration is being received with enthusiasm. 

On the enclosed sheet you will find the response of a group of Methodists. The num- 
ber of participating Methodist ministers will be greatly increased. On Friday a 
group of Discipiple ministers is spending the day on our hilltop in prayer and con¬ 
sideration of the Spiritual Exploration. An impressive number of their ministers - 
will also participate. 

When various denominational lists of ministers who are planning to participate 
are assembled, we will send the combined lists of various religious bodies in South¬ 
ern California to The Christian Century and to other religious journals in the hope 
that the editors will consider the Spiritual Exploration sufficiently important to 
write editorials in support of it. 

All the persons listed above, except Allan Hunter who is now in the Middle West, 
have agreed to work on the proposed book, THE WILL OF GOD. Before the meeting on 
June 4th, please give serious consideration to the tentative outline submitted. 

Bishop Kennedy has agreed to write an Introduction, and Ray Ragsdale assures me 
that if the Methodist Publishing House is not in a position to publish the book 
quickly, there is a probability that the Methodist Board of Evangelism would be will¬ 
ing to issue it in a 35-cent edition in time for use in the Spiritual Exploration. 

Let me now suggest a second group project , collaboration on another small book, 
With some such title as THE CHRISTIAN CITIZEN : Co-Worker With God in Building a Good 
Society. In this case I am prepared, because of heavy pressure upon various members, 
to do much of the writing and submit rough drafts for rigorous criticism, and revi¬ 
sion at an all-day session, before publication with our various names as collaborators. 
It seems to me highly important to have a group mind determine the contents of such a 
volume. It can probably be printed in a 35-cent edition. Please tell me which of 
these dates are possible for an all-day session and I will send you word as to which 
day is preferable to the groups: Tuesday. July 6; Friday the 9th: the 13th; the 16th. 

It will be helpful if you will send me word PROMPTLY, so that we can enter the selec¬ 
ted date in our datebooks. If you cannot come on any of these days, I will be glad 
to consult with you at a mutually convenient time. 

Both of these little books will probably have a wide circulation throughout the 
various churches of the nation, and I earnestly hope that you will be able to criti- 
size the different chapters, participate in the day's discussion, and do as much 
writing as is practicable. 

Let us continue in fervent prayer for guidance as we proceed.

Bear Kirby: 

We have had a number of letters from American F.O.R, members 
working in Japan and from the Japanese F.O.Tl. itself asking us to do 
or say something about the Hydrogen bomb. This, plus our own sense 
of urgency, leads me to write you about some of the things we think 
should be done. 

I am enclosing a copy of a letter to the 23 Japanese fishermen 
who were radioactively burned, which has been sent to Paul Sekiya, Secre¬ 
tary of the Japanese F.O.R., for delivery to them. In addition we have 
released to the Japanese press a longer Statement to the Japanese People. 

Although the Japanese were directly involved, many others in 
other nations seem just as concerned. I believe you know that no other 
issue has so stirred the world as the threat of H-bomb war. We are al¬ 
most daily getting pleas from England, France, Germany, or some other 
country asking for some lead from the American peace movement. 

A few weeks ago we sent out more than 10,000 copies of a petition 
on the H-bomb together with the enclosed letter by Lewis Mumford, Now 
we believe it is important to stimulate pastors of churches to re-examine 
their position on war and encourage them to raise this issue in their 
churches. The enclosed questionnaire which we plan to use widely, is one 
effort in this direction. We would like to reach many more people and 
would like also to do a more personal job of stimulating Councils of 
Churches and church social action groups on this issue. 

Since this is an emergency project for which we have no funds in 
sight, I am writing to a few concerned persons like yourself to ask if you 
could make a special contribution of f >25 to help us with this project. 

I shall be grateful for any response you can make.

Thanks for your recent note. 

Several of us have read the manuscript on Sherwood 
Eddy. Ten have done a fairly competent job here, as always. 

It is, of course, as we both recognise, not a narrative type 
biography which paints a personal picture. It does give a 
picture of a man of great energy and zeal. Some of us feel 
that this is not as penetrating a picture as it might bo — 
that it tends to bo shallow, with more emphasis on incidents, 
dates and places, etc. than upon the basic message. 

We are at the moment trying to come to a publishing 
decision. Much of this will depend upon the arithmetic* I note 
that you don't expect royalties but we would prefer to allow for 
some royalty in the computations. 

Kany of us here have said that if we or most of the 
folks who might bo interested in this had tbs choice of this 
manuscript or your own autobiography which is under way, we 
would probably choose the latter. This is a question that we 
need to face up to. There would be real competition between 
these two books. It probably wouldn't be wise to have less 
t han a two to three year gap between their publication. Can you 
give me any further information on the progress on the autobio¬ 
graphy?

TTiat a time you are having with Harpers but it is encouraging 
to get word that they will probably publish it in the spring of 1965. 

Association Press has not yet decided about the publication of 
the biography. My guess is that they -will turn it down. 

I am having the time of my life working on the autobiography.. 

About twelve chapters written. 

Just now I am conoentrzting upon what may be the most significant 
thing I have ever attempted. In iry morning prayer period some weeks 
ago I flslt a strong conviction that I ought to talk with friends about 
a Spiritual Exploration. I went immediately to the telephone and talked 
with Russell Clay, minister of the first ••'eihod 1st C hurch in Whittier. 
Then seven leading Methodists spent an hour and a half talking about 
it. The result was that fifteen Methodists osme to our houre on -f-uro 
successive Saturdays for all-day prayer and discussion. Then fifteen 
Dlsoiple ministers spent the day with us. I am presenting the proposal 
to ministers in five different areas of Southern California within the 
next few days. The enclosure} will give you a summary of the idea. 

Since I sent out a letter offering to spend time in prayer 
retreats without honorarium, ny time is filled to the limit of my 
physloal capacity. It seem that I am entering upon the third cycle 
of ny career. The, first was fifteen years with the student movement 
on the o amp us, the second was fifteen years with the American Friends 
Servioe Committee in an endless round of one-day conferences all over 
the oountry, Now I am being swamped with reguests for prayer retreats# 
where we talk prayerfully about a wide range of problems, personal 
and eool&l. 

I am spending a lot of time working on the two little books 
which will be published cooperatively by a group of fifteen from 
eleven denominations• 

Am eager to get a report letter about your trip. 

Both of us are feeling well and are gloriously happy. The 
dootor is giving me pills which are keeping ry blood pressure down.
